Eleven Powers Against 
Washington Naval Pact 





The Disarmament Agenda Conference 
in session at Geneva has adopted by a 
vote of eleven to six a resolution declar- 
ing that comparison by types of ships is 
not the correct method ‘of navul equaliza- 


tion. 
The powers voting for the resolution 
were: Belgium, Bulgaria, Czecho-Slovakia, 


Finland, France, Holland, Italy, Juge- 
slavia, ‘Poland, Rumania, and Sweden. 


The nations opposing were: Argentine, 
Chile, Great Britain, Japan, the United 
States, and Spain. 

This decision is regarded as « direct 


repudiation of the principle of the Wash- 
ington ‘Treaty. The discarding of the 
principle by France and Italy is looked 
upon as particularly significant, and indi- 
eative of their purpose to bring before the 
Disarmament Conference when it shall 
meet a proposal by which a certain total 
tonnage will be fixed upon for each na- 


‘tion, leaving to that nation liberty to con- 


struct any types of ships it desires within 
such limit. 

Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones, U. S. N., 
opposing the resolution, emphasized the 
fact that the Naval Committee of the Con- 
ference had decided it was impossible to 
compare navies by the tonnage of differe 
ent types of ships.

THE AIR CORPS.—Phat the third sentence of 
section Je of the Act entitled “An Act for 
making further and more effectual provision 
for the national defense, and for other por- 
poses,” approved June 5, 1916, as amended, be, 
and the same is hereby, amended by adding 
thereto the following:

FIVE-YEAR AIR CORPS PRO- 
GRAM.—Fer the purpose of increasing the 
efficiency of the Alr Corps of the Army and for 
its further development the following five-year 
program is authorized:

The President is authorized to call to active 
serviee, with their consent, such mumber of 
Air Corps reserve. officers as he may deem 
necessary, mot to. exceed tive hundred and 
fifty, 9@ per centum of whom shall serve for 
periods of not more tham one year, and 10. per 
centum fer periods of not more than two 
years: Previded, That nothing contained in 
this section shall affect the number of reserve 
officers that may be caled to active duty for 
periods of less than six months under existing 
law. 

BEQUIPMENT.—The Secretary of War is 
hereby authorized te equip and maintain the 
Air Corps with not to exceed one thousand 
eight hendred serviceable airplanes, and such 
number of airships and free and captive balloons 
as he may determine to be necessary for train- 
ing purposes, together with spare parts, equip- 
ment, supplies, hangars, and = installations 
necessary for the operation and maintenance 
thereof. In order to maintain the number 
specitied above, the Secretary of War is hereby 
authorized to replace .obsolete or umserviceable 
aireraft from time te time: Provided, That 
the necessary replacement of airplanes shall 
net exceed approximately four hundred an- 
mually: Provided, That the total number of 
airplanes and airships herein authorized shall 
be exclusive of these waiting salvage or under- 
going experiment or service tests, those au- 
therized by the Secretary of War to be placed 
in museums and those classitied by the Secre- 
tary of War as obsolete: And provided fur- 
ther, That the total number of planes author- 
ized in this section shall include the number 
necessary for the training and equipment of 
the National Guard and the trainnig of the 
Organized Reserves as may be determined by 
the Secretary of War. 

METHOD OF INCREASE.—The total in- 
crease in persenne!l and equipment authorized 
herein shall be distributed over a five-year 
period beginning duly 1, 1926. Not to exceed 
one-fifth of the total increase shall be made 


during the first year, and the remainder in 
four approximately equal increments.

contract, and after the purchase of and pay- 
ment for the designs or separable parts thereof 
of a winner, as authorized herein, with whom 
a contract shall not have been made for fur- 
nishing or constructing aircraft or aircraft 
parts or aeronautical acessories in accord- 
ance with his designs, then in either case any 
department of the Govermment shall have the 
right without further compensation to the win- 
ner to construct or have constructed according 
to said designs and use any number of air-

Hf, within ten days after the announce- 
ment of the result of said competition,. any 
participant in the competition shall make to 
the Secretary of War or the Secretary of the 
Navy a reasonable showing in writing that 
error was maze in determining the merils of 
designs submitted whereby such claimant was 
unjustly deprived ef an award, the matter 
shall at once be referred by the Secretary of 
the department conecrned to a beard of arbi- 
tration for determination and the finding of 
such beard shall, with the approval of the 
said Secretary, be conelusive on both parties.

(e). Only citizens of the United States, and 
corporations of which not less than three- 
fourths of the capital steck is owne* by citi- 
zens of the Unite? States, and of which the 
members of the beard of directors are citizens 
of the United States, and having manufacturing 
plants located within the continental limits 
of the United States shall be eligible to be 
awarded any contract under this section to fur- 
nish or construct aircraft or parts or acces- 
jes for the United States Government, ex- 
cept that a domestic corporation whose stock 
shall be listed on a stock exchange shall not 
be barred by the previsions of this section 
unless and uatil foreign ownership or control 
of a majority of its stock shall be. known 
to the Secretary of War or the Secretary of 
the Navy, as the case may be, and no aliens 
employed by a contractor for furnishing or 
constructing aircraft, or aireraft parts, or 
aeronautical accessories for the United States 
shall be permitted te have access to the plans 
or specitications or the work under construction 
or to participate in the contract trials witheut 
the written consent beforehand of the Secretary 
of the departnrent concerned.

aeronautical acsessories of the best kind for 
the Army or the Navy, and if as a result of 
such procurement, new and suitable designs 
considered to be the best kind for the Army 
and Navy are developed, he may enter inte 
contract, subject te the requirements of para- 
graph (e) of this section, for the procurement 
in quantity of such aireraft, aircraft parts, or 
aeronautical accessories without regard to the 
proviisens of section 10 hereof. 







(g). The manufacturing plant, and books, 
of any contractor for furnishing or construct-

times be subject to inspection and audit by 


any person designated by the head of any 
executive department of the Government.

A YOUTH EXTOLS R. O. T. C. 

A good example of a real American youth with patriotic sentiments is that of 
August W. Schaefer, 17 years of age, who graduated in the Mission High School, San 
Francisco, Calif., recently, while holding the rank of major in the military organization 
there.

INFANTRY SCHOOL GRADUATES FROM ALL ARMS AND SERVICES. 

In addition to the 2,069 Infantry officers of the Regular Army who hdve graduated 
from the Infantry School since its establishment in 1920, 462 officers of the National 
Guard and 113 of the Officers’ Reserve Corps have completed the course in training at 
Fort Benning, Georgia, during the past six years. Twenty-seven officers of branches of 
the Regular Army other than the Infantry, 10 officers of the Marine Corps, ahd 12 
officers from foreign armies have also graduated from the school since 1920. The for- 
eign officers included 10 from Cuba and one each from Chile and Peru. Eleven generals 
of the Regular Army have taken what is known as the refresher course at the Inafntry 
School prior to joining their commands in the field. The total number of graduates 


from the school, including those who completed the course this month is now 2,704, 


NAVY ENGINEERING DUTY NOT DETRIMENTAL. 

Navy officers who like engineering duty can now request such duty without fear 
that it will hinder their chances for promotion. The publication of the recent list ef 
officers selected for promotion indicates that a preponderance of engineering duty on 
an officer’s record does not militate against his chances’for seelction since four come 
manders and four lieutenant commanders who specialized in engineering duty were 
selected for promotion. 

This is considered an unusual number of officers, who specialized in engineering 
duty only, to be selected for promotion, but it is felt in Navy circles that the action 
of the Selection Board indicates the adoption of a policy which will react to the benefit 
of the Naval Service by improving the morale in the Engineering Departments at 
sea and ashore.

USE OF INTOXICATING LIQUORS. 

Individuals in the Navy or Marine Corps caught violating regulations regarding 
smuggling of intoxicating liquor on ships or at stations and those found guilty of im- 
»ibing too freely need look for little sympathy at headquarters. Both Secretary Wilbur 
and Major General LeJeune have expressed in no uncertaif terms their attitude toward 
such offenders in commenting on recent cases. Summéd up it seems to be that the 
smuggler is the worse offender of the two, that a non-com or a warrant officer offending 
should be dealt with more sternly than an enlisted man, and that officers found guilty 
can expect even more rigid application of discipline than those serving under them. 
Both the secretary and the commandant make it plain that regardless of the Volstead 
Act, service regulations must be lived up to. 

It is pointed out that Brig. Gen. Smedley D. Butler, U. S. M. C., has carried to the 
west coast his convictions on the liquor question and proposes to “clean-up” there so 
far as the Marine Corps is concerned. In this he has the unqualified support of hig 
superiors who openly express their approval. i 





TYPHOON ANNOYS 30TH INFANTRY, U.S. A. 

The 30th United States Infantry on duty at the Presidio of San Francisco, Calif., 
was badly hit by a typhoon in the Pacific Ocean, although some thousands of miies 
distant. It seems that the 30th Infantry is very short of commissioned officers owing to 
demands made on it for various details of its officers to camps etc., and when 30 officers 
and their families had embarked on the transport Chateau Thierry to sail June 16 for 
Honolulu, the War Department ordered them ashore to be attached to the 30th 
Infantry. 

An accute shortage of water in the Hawaiian garrisons which necessitated the re- 
moval of troops from their regular posts to camp-sites where water was available opened 
the way for the War Department for the detention of the officers. A few hours later, 
after the officers had got completely settled at the Presidio and in the city, and had _re- 
ported to Col. Frank C. Bolles for duty, a radiogram was received from Hawaii stating 
that a typhoon had been followed by a two-hour tropica! down-pour of rain and that 
there was plenty of water. The War Department then ordered the officers to board the 
transport again, and resume their journey and the 30th Infantry was again stripped 
of needed officers.

JOHN NEVIN SAYRE EXPOSES PACIFISM. 

John Nevin Sayre “spilled the beans” before the House Military Committee last 
week. What he said was not news; the Army and Navy Journal in the Marvin articles 
had exposed the origin, sources of supply and activities of the various organizations with 
which Mr. Sayre is connected or which he created for his pacifist and anti-defense prop- 
ganda, He frank!y admitted that these articles had driven him into the open, and, 
under cross-examination, confirmed that the Garland fund had contributed to the causes 
with which he was identified, and had financed the Lane pamphlet; that he appealed 
fur funds to defend William Z. Foster, and had given to the fund to bail “Bill Heywood, 
W.s charged with the muxder of American 


and also to the fund to defend the IT. W. 
Moreover, he admitted that, as members of 


Lexgionnaires at Centralia, Washington. 
the Civil Liberties Union, with which he was connected, “there may be one or two who 
may be communists.” 

Mr. Sayre made various other revelations which are important and interesting as 
showing the underlying purposes back of the movement which he is promoting. We are 
gflud the Army and Navy Journal brought the truth to publie light. We believe the 
country informed as it now is will give the weight to the pacifist propaganda which it 
deserves. No self-respecting American, with an ounce of patriotism, will give support 
to activities which are so baneful and the inevitable end of which is the overthrow of 
the existing Government of the United States. 

For the numerous letters of commendation we have received, we are grateful. But 
we feel we only did our duty. Aggressive support of national defense, and above all 
the Regular Forces upon which the safety of our country depends, is the foundation 
stone of our policy. Anything contrary thereto, we shall expose, just as we have exposed 


the Sayre operations. 





PRESIDENT COOLIDGE BACKS PROPER ARMY HOUSING. 

President Coolidge, in his speech at the eleventh regular meeting of the business 
orgzunization of the Government, approved as a “measure of constructive economy” the 
recent act providing for construction at military posts «and stations. It is no secret 
that the President was heartily in favor of the replacement of antiquated quarters and 
barracks and that it was his personal backing which caused Congress to grant the 
necessary legislation It is also no secret that the President is anxious that the pro- 
visions of the law shall be carried out as expeditiously as possible. Aware of the Exec- 
utive’s attitude, the proper authorities of the Army are pushing their plans to comple- 
tion, and soon after the fiscal vear the start to put them into effect will be made. 

The President, in the same speech, eulogized the work of General Lord, head 
of the advisory staff on the budget. “‘The iaw hus clothed him with some authority,” the 
Treisdent observed, “but far greater, authority is derived from the character of the man. 
His ability and integrity inspire confidence. He has laid out plans for constructive 
economy.” 

Backed as he is by the President, it is evident that General Lord will have more 
and more authority in connection with the consideration of Army and Navy estimates. 


THE PASSING OF THE WOLVERINE. 

The old “Wolverine”, which has been the lone naval carrier of the American Flag 
vpon the Great Lakes, is about to pass from the control of the Federal Government. 
The House Naval Committee has reported favorably a bill transferring her to the munici- 
pality of Erie, Pennsylvania. We grow sentimental when we think of the striking of 
this notable old craft from the Navy list. Built in 1844, what great events has she seen 
pnroll before her eyes! What progress in ship development she has watched! Of only 
159 tons burden, she would be dwarfed alongside a dreadnought. Her paddle wheels are 
anachronism. Her broadside of eight cannon, the flower of weapons of her day, are 
a boy's blow-pipe when compared with the modern gun. And yet, in spite of her size 
and armament, she has worthily represented the United States. She has discharged 
the true mission of a man-of-war. Hers has been a work of peace. On the Great Lakes, 
when she was known as the Michigan, and later as the Wolverine, she has moved 
sedately upon her lawful errands, upholding the dignity of the Nation, supporting the 
Union in its battles against secession, and manifesting td the great Dominion of Canada 
the friendliness of the American people. We shall hope that Erie will treasure her, will 
keep her always before the public eye as an exemplar of what the Navy really is—the 
preserver of American peace. 





O'CONNOR REMAINS WITH SHIPPING BOARD. 

The Senate has confirmed the nomination of T. V. O'Connor as a member of the 
Thited States Shipping Board. This means that for six years more this able New 
Yorker will continue to discharge the onerous duty of serving as Chairman of the 
Roard and administrator of the American Merchant Marine Act and the Government 
merchant marine fleet. 

There was opposition to the reappointment of Mr. O'Connor. 
Officials of courage and decision, who place honesty above political expediency. Mr. 
O'Connor has no illusions as to the character of his job or the working out of the 
policies which he has inaugurated. He knows that foreign interests are eternally seeking 
to destroy the American merchant marine. He knows that their success would mean 
not only the payment of huge bills for sea carriage by the American people but that 
American defense would be seriously weakened. It is his view, as expressed in articles 
written for the Army and Navy Journal, that the merchant marine must have the closest 
relations with the Navy, and must be strong enough to be of service to the Navy in 
time ef war. An attitude of this kind is bound to enjoy the active sympathy and sup-

CONGRESS TO INVESTIGATE THE PHILIPPINES. 

Every two years, the Philippines are to be subjected to a congressional visitation. 
The House, at the instance of Congressman Wainwright, former assistant Secretary of 
War, has passed the bill authorizing the appointment of three Senators and five Con- 
gressmen as a Board of Visitors to inspect and report biennially upon the government 
of and conditions in the Far Eastern Archipelago. The Senate will approve the measure. 

Secretary Davis endorsed the proposal on the ground that useless and expensive 
investigations would be stopped, valuable data would be secured and Congress would 
be in a better position to judge questions intelligently. 

* ‘Phe basic idea is good, but whether beneficial results will follow will depend upon 
the personnel of the Boards. We shall hope that the trip will not develop into junkets, 
but be regarded as opportunities for serious and worth-while study. In that way the 
relations of the United States and the Filipino people will be advantaged.

DARDANELLES EXPEDITION. 


Editor of Army & Navy Journal: 











I have read with much interest Captain 
Puleston’s recent study of “The Dardan- 
elles Expedition” and your comments pub- 
lished in the June 5, 1926, issue of the 
Journal. There is no wish to decry the 
British form of Government which Captain 
Puleston describes und you quote as de- 
lightful in peace time, but a menace to the 
Empire in war, nor to draw comparison 
with other Governments similar in form 
and which might be equally menacing to 
wu national existence under stress of war. 
The fact remains, nevertheless, that the 
British Government did fail at Gallipoli. 

Fundamentally, it is thought the World 
War developed no new lessons. They 
were, it is believed, mostly 2 review of the 
age-old lessons learned these many years. 
Jutland preduced strictly Naval lessons 
which are taught in different ways at the 
various schools of Naval thought. Galli- 
poli had the unique distinction of produc- 
ing lessons in joint operations which Cap- 
tain Puleston teaches in his article in a 
certain way; Winston Churchill undoubt- 
edly would teach them differently. 

It appears that the British Government 
accepted the suggestion of Russia that 
World War strategy demanded operations 
against Turkey. The Government having 
decided upon this step, soon became aware 
that operations jointly by the Army and 
Navy would be necessary. There being no 
machinery set up for a single command 
of such an undertaking, something had to 
be done to coordinate efforts of both 
branches of the armed forces. Winston 
Churchill having fathered the plan, natur- 
ally was permitted to attempt this most 
difficult task. He failed, but perhaps he 
did as well as any one could have done 
who was in position to assume this leader- 
ship. 

There is nothing new in lack of coordi- 
nation among Allies or between the va- 
rious armed forces of a Nation because 
of the absence of a supreme commander. 
Had the British Government been able to 
turn over the operations at Gallipoli to a 
single supreme commander, it is very pos- 
sible “Constantinople either would have 
fallen or the attempt never made. 

The remedy appears to be obvious—the 
centralization of the armed forces which 
contribute to the National Defense into 
one Department of the Government, thus 
providing for unity of command.

[Continued From Page 1036.] 


he may prescribe the President is hereby 
authorized to present, but not in the name of 
Congress, a mezal to be known as the Soldier's 
Medal, of appropriate design with accompany- 
ing ribbon to any person who, while serving 
in any capacity with the army of the United 
States, including the National Guard, and the 
Organized Reserves, shall hereafter distin- 
guish himself, or herself, by heroism not in- 
volving actual conflict with an enemy. 

No more than ove Soldier's Meal shall be 
issued to any person; but for each succeeding 
deed or act sufficient to justify the award of 
the Soldier's Medal the President may award a 
suitable bar, or other suitable device, to be 
worn as he shall direct. 

SEC. 12. Under such rules and regulations 
as he may prescribe, and nothwithstanding the 
provision of section 14 of this act, the Presi- 
dent is hereby authorized to present, but not in 
the name of Congress, a Distinguished Flying 
Cross of appropriate design, with accompanying 
ribbon, to any person who, while serving in 
any capacity with the Air Corps of the Army 
of the Unite? States, including National Guard, 
and the Organized Reserves, or with the United 
tSates Navy, since the sixth day of April, 1917, 
has distinguished, or who, after the appreval 
of this act, distinguishes himself by heroism 
or extraordinary achievement while participat- 
ing in an aerial flight: Provided, that no person 
shall be eligible for the awar? of the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross fer any act performed 
prior to November 11, 1918, except. officers or en- 
listed men who have been recommended for but 
have not received the Medal of Honor, the Dis- 
tinguishe’ Service Cross, or the Distinguished 
Service Medal except those officers or enlisted 
men who displayed heroism while serving as 
instructors or students at flying schools. No more 
than one Distinguished Flying Cross shall be is- 
sued to apy one person, but for each succeeding 
act or achievement sufficient to justify the 
award of a Distinguished Flying Cross the 
President may award a suitable bar or other 
suitable @evice to be worn as he shall direct. 
In case an individual who distinguishes himself 
shall have died before the making of se award 
to which he may be entitited, th award may 
nevertheless be made and the cross or the bar 
or other device presented to such representative 
of the deceased as the President may designate, 
but no cross bar or other device hereinbefore 
authorized shall be awarded or presented to any 
inidvidual whose entire service subsequent to 
the time he distinguishes himself has not been 
honorable. 

SEC. 13. Each enlisted man to whom there 
shall be awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross 
or the Soldier's Medal shall be entitled to ad- 
ditional pay at the rate of $2 per month from 
the Zate of the act of heroism or extraordinary 
achievement on which the award is based, and 
each bar or other suitable device in lieu of the 
Distinguished Flying Cross or the Soldier's 
Medal, as hereinbefore provided for, shall en- 
title him to further additional pay at the rate 
of $2 per month from the date of the act of 
heroism. or extraordinary. achievement for 
which the bar or other device is awarded, and 
said addional pay shall continue throughout his 
active service, whether such service shall or 
shall not be contin@ous. 

SEC. 14. That if any section or provision of 
this act shall be held to be invalid, it is hereby 
provided that all other sections and provisions 
of this act not expressly held to be invalid shall 
continue in full force and effect.

The 
conditions constituting the emergency 
must be clearly shown in sufficient detail 
te sdmit of intelligent judgment by the 
s«iministrative office.” 

The statement that there is but one 
denier who can furnish the supplies or 
perform the service required is not suffi- 
cient to justify failure to advertise. This 
fuet is to be developed by advertising. If 
eniv one dealer is known, this require- 
ment will be met by delivery of the adver- 
tixement to him and posting the advertise- 
ment in public places, as indicated by 
paragraph 2 of the ‘Method of Advertis- 





ing” on the reverse of voucher form, Com- 
plisnce with this requirement is to be 
shown, stating where advertisement was 
pested and to whom furnished, and the

Patented or proprietary articles. The 
following is quoted from a suspension by 
the General Accounting Office: 

In each case apparently only one pro- 
poss] was soliicted. It is stated ‘Items are 
obtainable from the manufacturers only.’

NAVY SHIP’S SERVICE STORES. 

A question recently arose as to whether 
vessels of the Navy not having a “Ship's 
Store,” had the right to sell in the “Ship's 
Service Stores’ such articles as are in- 
cluded in the “Ship’s Store.”

A NEW ATLANTIC CABLE. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company 
on May 25, made a start on the laying-of 
its new Transatlantic cable from Bay Rob- 
erts, Newfoundland, to Sennen Cove, Corn- 
wall.
